No great calamities or 
flood or tempest or epidemic have be¬ 
fallen ua. We have lived in quietnesa, 
undisturbed by ware or rumors of ware.

and of great industrial production ani¬ 
mate a cheerful and resolute people to 
all the renewed energies of beneficent 
industry and material and moral pro¬ 
gress. It is altogether fitting that we 
should humbly and gratefully acknow¬ 
ledge the divine source of these bless¬ 
ings. 

"Therefore, I hereby appoint Thurs¬ 
day, the 25th day of November, as a 
day of general thanksgiving, and I call 
upon the oeople on tnat day, laying 
aside their usual vocations, to repair to 
their churches and unite in appropriate 
services of praise and thanks to 
Almighty God.

The year that is now ending has been 
a very favorable one for the Kentucky j 
farmer, according to the monthly crop | 
report from the State Department of 
Agriculture, which has just been issued 
by Assistant Commissioner James W. 1 
Rankin. This is the last report that will 
go to the farmers for this year, as it is 
customary for the department to sus- , 
pend its bulletin service during the win- | 
ter months when there is practically 
nothing upon wnich to report. There [ 
was no recurrence of dry weather such I 
as injured late crops to such a consid- 1 
erable extent last year. The report | 
says in part: 

On the whole the year has been a | 
verv favorable one for the farmer. The [ 
weather has been almost ideal farming 
weather since July 1, from which time 
this report covers. The drouth of the 
past year was not evident, as enough 
rain fell durinr the month of July, and 
with the exception of some localities, 
during August and the first part of 
September, when it was real dry. the 
farmers were enabled to harvest every 
crop and house it nicely. 

The average wheat yield for this ( 
State was not very heavy, being about j 
eleven bushels. This should be in-1 
creased, and can be made possible if 
the proper rotation of crops is prac- j 
tjeed by the farmers. 

' A large acreage of corn was planted , 
this year, and in fact is the largest for, 
many years, if not the largest yield 
ever planted, and more attention was 
given to seed selection and proper cu*- I 
tivation than ever before. 1 inaugurat¬ 
ed a series of corn-growing contests j 
for boys and girls and wherever they | 
have been held they have been very 
successful. A number of counties are ! 
having corn shows and it seems that 
Kentucky will be a contending rival 
against the great corn-growing States 
of the West. The average yield for the j 
State thia year is thirty bushels per 
acre.

Horses are holding op fairly well in 
numbers and are selling at a very good 
price, the average being *101 for the 
State. Mules are scarce and are selling 
I for an average price of $130. and are 
I Lard to buy at all 

Cattle not as plentiful as they were 
I last year and are selling from 3*c to 
| 5Jc. the average for the State being 4c. 

1 Sheep are increasing in numbers owing 
to scabies being among them and the 
I State being, under Federal quarantine 
I -the average price for the State is 4c. 

I Hogs a-.e scarce and are selling high, 

! prices ranging from 6c to 7c. There is 
j little or no disease among them, taking 
the State as a whole, but in a few k>- 
calities we have heard of cholera. The 
j general condition of live stock for the 
State is 94.

Kills One Man and Seriously 
Wounds Two Others in New 
, Albany.—One a Native 
t of Springfield. 

A horrible tragedy occurred in New 
’ Albany last week when Thoe. Hoal. a 
youth of seventeen, whose mind had 
been poisoned by the reading of yellow 
back fiction, killed Hangary Fawcett, 

1 cashier of the Merchants National 
Bank of New Albany, seriously wound¬ 
ed J. K. Woodward, the President, and 
fatally wounded Jas. Tucker, the negro 
chauffeur, who drove him from Louis¬ 
ville to the bank in New Albany. 

Hoal had for a long time been a con¬ 
stant readei of cheap fiction and had 
formed the idea of robbing a bank. In 
furtherance of this he had built a ship¬ 
ping box in which to make his escape 
and had procured numerous fire arms. 

Thursday morping while the colored 
chauffeur of Mrs. Walter Escott was 
cranking the machine the Youthful 
bandit approached him and putting a 
pistol against his head commanded 
Tucker to drive him to New Albany. 
Throughout the tnp Hoal kept a pistol 
pressed against the negro and when the 
bank was reached the colored man was 
forced to accompany Hoal. the former 
carrying the sack in which the loot was 
to be carried away. Upon entering tba 
bank the employees were commanded 
to throw up their hands, but before all 
could comply the bandit began firing 
and before the fuailade was finished 
one man was dead and two otheca se¬ 
verely wounded. The negro was abet 
* hile trying to escape from the bank. 
Hoal escaped to the river where he waa 
captured and almost lynched before be 
could be gotten to the Reformatory. 

The youth has never seemed to real¬ 
ize the enormity of his crime. He 
states that he did not wish to kill any¬ 
one but merely desired money. 

The negro, Jas. Tucker, who was one 
of the victims of HoaJ’a pistols and who 
will probably die, is a native of Spriiy- 
held, being a son of Aunt Henny Tuck¬ 
er and a brother of Louis Tucker. 
When he lived here he was industrious 
and bore a splendid reputation. He 
stands well in Louisville as can be seem 
by tne 'interest taken in him |(y Mrs. 
Escott for whom he works and whose 
| automobile he waa forced by Hoal to 
use. 

The people here who knew Jim hepo 
for his recovery, altho but little hope 
for it is held out.

Pruning the black-cap raspberry 
should be done twice each year The j 
first cutting should be made when the 
new shoots or canes are two or two and j 
a half feet high. Prune them back to j 
eighteen or twentv inches. They will' 
then bush out like a tree and you should 
only allow two or three canes to remain 
in a hill. In the- spring prune these 
branches back to twelve inches from 
the cane. 

It is often desirable to plow in the 
fall when the land is to be planted ear y 
the next spring with small fruit or 
orchard trees. This us especially true 
of old fields which have not been broken 
up for years, of rough untamed fields. 
Any organic matter added to the soil in 
the fall will be decayed bv spring and 
will be in better condition to be used 
by the plants or trees. 

The man who wants a good garden 
next year will commence making prep¬ 
arations for it now. The average gar¬ 
den usually has an abundance of vines, 
weeds, etc., at this time of the year. 
As soon as they are drv enough to burn 
they should be raked together and 
burned. The old melon and cucumber 
viqes may be intected with insects or 
fungus which will make themselves felt 
on next year’s crop if not destroyed 
this fall. The weeds will be ready with 
millions of seed to plague next year if 
not destroyed now. Fire now will save 
I you much work next spring and sum-

Washington, Nov. 15.—For the first 
time in American .history six men are 
in prison tonight for contempt of the I 
Supreme Court of the United States. | 
For the first time, too, toe Federal' 
Government has placed men behind the | 
bars ss sn outcome of the lynching of a I 
negro. 

At the United States jail in this city j 
Capt. Joseph F. Shipp, former Sheriff j 
at Chattanooga, Tenn.; Jeremiah Gib¬ 
son, his jailer, and Luther Williams, 
Nick Nolan, Henry Padgett and Wil¬ 
liam Mayes, of the ssme city, began 
this afternoon to serve terms of impris¬ 
onment imposed a few hours before bv 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

Ship and Gibson had been foun 1 guil¬ 
ty of failing to protect from a mob Ed 
Johnson, whose legal execution for 
criminal assault had been stayed by the 
Supreme Court until that tribunal could 
reyiew the case. 

The others had been found guilty of 
participation in the lynching of a Fed¬ 
eral prisoner. Shipp, Williams and 
Nolan were given sentences of ninety 
days each imprisonment, while Gibson. 
Padgett and Mayes each received sixty 
days.

"There is no law which prevents a 
man or woman from writing a check 
for less than a dollar, despite reports 
j to that effect A number of inquiries 
have been received at the department 
regarding a statement that there was 
such a provision m the penal code about 
to go into effect. The law governing 
the subject, instead of being a new 
one, was enacled back in the sixties 
and has never been construed to apply 
to checks on deposit Its purpose is to 
prevent the circulation of private paper 
as lawful money itself. 

"Tbe report was absurd on its face, 
as every individual has the right to 
check on his own money in any amount 
he sees fit”
